BILLION-DOLLAR CONCLAVE ENDS

‘ON NOTE OF CONFIDENCE ON GOALS 


WASHINGTON—(NJP)—A drive to sell an Israel Government bond issue in the United States 
definitely has been set for next spring, Economist Robert Nathan said this week. 

Nathan, who is economic adviser to the Jewish Agency, made the forecast in connection with the 
National Planning Conference for Israel, which ended here Sunday. 

Sime 1,200 delegates from 44 Jewish organizations, representing virtually every segment of Amer- 


ican Jewish life, pledged their 
support to a four-point program 
to raise one billion dollars for 
Israel in the next three years. 
FIRST OFFICIAL WORD 

Nathan's statement was the 
first official word that the bond 
issue had definitely been decided 
on by the Israel Governmnt and 
that plans had reached the stage 
where the bond sale had been fit- 
ted into the overall pattern for 
1951 Jewish fund-raising. 

Nathan also told The POST 
that he was confident that Amer- 
ican Jewry could buy well over 
300 million dollars in Israeli 
bonds during the next three 
years, 

“If AMPAL can raise 10 mil- 
lion dollars in two years without 
too much publicity and a small 
group of persons helping, then 
we surely can reach our goals,” 
he said. AMPAL is an invest- 
ment corporation sponsored by 
the Labor Zionist Organization of 
America. 

Nathan asserted also that busi- 
ness conditions in the United 
States “couldn’t be better” for 
floating such a loan. He said he 
had no doubt that the U.S. Secur- 
ities and Exchange Commission 
would approve the bond sale. 


NATHAN SATISFIED 

Asked what he thought of the 
Conference, Nathan said he was 
satisfied. 

“The main problem is that of 
educating our people,” he said. 

Nathan said that most of the 
details of the forthcoming bond 
drive remained to be worked out 
but said that the sponsors of the 
campaign had “six months” to get 
the sale organized. 

It was generally understood at 
the conference that Henry Mon- 
tor, executive director of the 1950 
UJA campaign, would head the 
bond sale and that Dr. Joseph J. 
Schwartz of the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee would succeed 
Montor as UJA head. 

Nathan indicated the bond sale 
would be timed to follow the

THE 1951 PLAN 

They pledged support to a pro- 
gram calling for more intensive 
United Jewish Appeal campaign- 
ing in 1951; a bond sale if ap- 
proved by the Israel Government, 
and stimulation of private invest- 
ment in Israel. 

The conference here, an out- 
growth of the Jerusalem confer- 
ence, added a plea for U.S. Gov- 
ernment grants-in-aid to the new 
republic. 

The program approved at the 
Washington c onference was 
aimed at raising the billion dol- 
lars over a three-year period, 
to match the Israel three-year 
development plan. Israel is com- 
mitted to raising a half billion of 
the needed billion and a half dol- 
lars for the program. 

IT WAS UNANIMOUS 

The four-point program was 
approved as part of a “Statement 
of Principles” prepared in closed 
session by the conference resolu- 
tions committee. The report was 
a unanimous one.

PEACE REIGNED 

The issues of a “realistic goal” 
for the 1951 United Jewish Ap- 
Peal, pre-campaign budgeting, a 
larger share for Israel] out of the 
annual colfections were left un- 
touched.

Heavy stress was placed 
throughout the conference on the 
need to maintain maximum “free 
dollars” through the UJA, and 
that the bond issue was not to be 
understood as in any way a sub- 
stitute for UJA contributions. 


CONFIDENCE NOTE 


Despite pessimistic attitudes 
widely expressed in the first few 
sessions, the conference ended on 
a note of widespread confidence, 
Any resentment over the fact 
that the delegates had actually 
done no planning but rather had 
been called in to be told what 
the job would be, disappeared in 
the enthusiastic sessions Sunday,

“Everything in his place is treifah and the other ten 
stores are just as bad,” he added. 
For more than a week a Vaad 
Ha‘Ir advertisement in the Mon- 
treal STAR, only metropolitan 
evening daily, has listed 47 kos- 
her butchers. “If your butcher's 
name does not appear on this list

he is positively a treifah butcher, 
notwithstanding the fact that he 
may deny it,” the ad warns. It 
also names five producers of 
kosher delicatessen and three 
kosher restaurants.

equipment to a dozen countries. 

REASON FOR PLAN 

He said the American com- 
pany was unable to export direct- 
ly to the companies involved be- 
cause their dollar balances were 
inadequate. He said the Hoffman 
arrangement was an example of 
a trend among U.S. exporters to 
set up Israeli subsidiaries to re- 
export their products to non- 
hard currency nations. 

Countries inciuded in the Hoff- 
man arrangement are Russia. 
Czechoslovakia, Yougoslavia, Ru- 
mania, Hungary, Poland, Turkey, 
Greece, several Arab countries 
and India, the economic expert 
said.

BLAUSTEIN OBJECTS

order,” Blaustein said. “This is 
not a UJA conference. If it is, 
then let it be stated openly.” 

A motion by Frank Goldman, 
president of B’nai Brith that the 
various ideas on the UJA be left 
to a committee of the steering 
committee was approved. The 
Steering Committee, at this ses- 
sion, did approve a broad resolu- 
tion introduced by Blaustein sup- 
porting the idea of a UJA drive. 

Mrs. Golda Myerson, Israel 
Minister of Labor, spoke briefly 
at the start of the steering com- 
mittees discussion of the pro- 
posed bond issue.

The 1,200 delegates assembled 
Friday morning for the first full 
session to hear Goldman of B’nai 
B’rith annuonce the complete sup- 
port of the Lodges and chapters 
of the Order for whatever pro- 
gram ‘emerged from the National 
Conference. 

He reminded the delegates that 
during World War II B'nai B'rith 
had been responsible for the sale 
of more than 700 million dollars 
worth of war bonds in the United 
States. 

“We of B’nai B'rith shall set 
into motion that same machin- 
ery, today vastly augmented, to 
carry out the pledge I have made 
to you,” he said. 


Most delegates expressed enthu- 
siasm at the pledge, which made 
B'nai Brith the second major 
Jewish organization to assure 
full support to the proposed bond 
drive. Earlier, at a session of the 
steering committee, President 
Benjamin Browdy of: the ZOA 
had repeated his pledge that the 
ZOA would assume full responsi- 
bility for the sale of 100 million 
dollars in bonds.

WASHINGTON—Rep. Abra- 


ham J. Multer, New York Dem- 
ocrat, told the National Plan- 
ning Conference last Friday 
that the U.S. Commerce Dept.

Dr. Joseph J. Schwartz, director 
general of the Joint Distribution 
Committee, told the afternoon 
session Friday that emigration 
funds to transport Jews to Israel 
were exhausted and that Jews 
who were ready and able to go to 
Israel were being kept back. 


He reported that in the past 
few months, the British had 
begun to transport 25,000 Arab 
refugees to Tripolitania, causing 
great fright among Jews of that 
country ready to go to Israel but 
stranded for lack of funds. 


NO NEW GROUP 


Talk that a new organization 
might be formed at the confer- 
ence as the first step in an at- 
tempt to revive the American 
Jewish Conference was squashed 
at the start of the conference. 


Nahum Goldmann, chairman of 
the American section of the Jew- 
ish Agency, and chairman of the 
conference arrangements commit- 
tee, said “We are not meeting 
here to form a new organization 
or anything of that sort.” 


There had been widespread re- 
ports in advance of the confer- 
ence that an attempt would be 
made to form a new organiza- 
tion. Similar talk also was rife 
in the corridors of the Statler 
Hotel and had been brought into 
the open at the steering com- 
mittee’s sessions.

The immediate issue 
was a discussion’ of an Israeli 
central philantroic fund, an idea 
which has been solidly backed by 
the Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds, which repre- 
sents nationally the 300 local 
federations and welfare funds of 
the American Jewish commun- 
ity. 

Jack Kravitz of Dallas, Tex., 
raised the question of the feasi- 
bility of such a fund. Goldmann 
replied that theoretically such a 
fund was a good one but that he 
did not feel that the independent 
campaigns of Hadassah, the NJF 
and Histadrut should be ended, 
which would be one possible effect 
of a central fund. 


SOBELOFF SPEAKS 

Remarking that the three cam- 
paigns had raised 15 million dol- 
lars in the past year for Israel, 
Goldman ‘said htat “I am not 
sure that we would get these 15 
million dollars through a central 
fund:” 

He added that the UJA was 
not an Israeli campaign and re- 
peated the contention made the 
previous day by Venezky that 
only 56 per cent of the funds col- 
lected in the annual drive last 
year had gone to the UJA. 

At that point, Isidore Sobeloff, 
executive director of the Jewish 
Welfare Federation of Detroit, 
yelled “It’s not true.” 


Goldmann turned for confirma; 
tion to Henry Montor, executive 
director of the 1950 UJA drive, 
who was sitting on the dais. 

Montor stepped up to the micro- 
phone and began to confirm 
Goldmann’s figure but was inter- 
rupted several times by Sobek 
off’s yells of “not true.” 

GOLDMANN CHALLENGES 

After Montor finally confirmed 
the figure, Goldmann challenged 
Sobeloff: “You can’t prove any- 
thing by saying things are not 
true. Why don’t you come up 
and discuss the matter?” 

Goldman’s challenge went un- 
answered. When, a few minutes 
later, Goldmann issued a specific 
invitation to the Detroit fund ex- 
pert to take the mike, Sobeloff 
had apparently left the room. 

Goldmann predicted that unless 
some new developments occured 
in the UJA program, Israel would 
get only 30 to 35 million dollars 
from the 1951 campaign.

Hillel Foundation To Fill Real 
Need At Hebrew U, Says Prof.

N YORK—A Hebrew Univesrity faculty member assert: 
ed this week that a Hillel Foundation was justified at the univer- 
sity to met “the need of informal social and cultural activities on 
a non-political basis among the students of the University.” 

The assertion was made by Dr. Abraham H. Fraenkel, Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics at the University, in a letter to the “Recon 
structionist.” 

The B'nai B'rith, sponsors of the Hillel Foundations, announced 
Jast summer that it was sending Rabbi Herman Pekarsky to Israel 
to establish the 200th Hillel Foundation at the Hebrew University. 

The announcement raised speculation concerning the need for 
a Hillel Foundation at a university in the Jewish State. 

Prof. Fraenkel said that he, as president of the B’nai B'rith 
District Grand Lodge of Israel, talked to leaders of the Supreme 
Lodge and convinced them “of the need to establish the first Hillel 
Foundation outside the American continent, at the Hebrew Uni- 
versity, and to appoint as able, sincere and experienced a person- 
ality as Rabbi Pekarsky to serve as its first director.” 

The faculty member said he had talked to President Frank 
(soldman, Dr. A. L. Sachar, then head of the Hillel Foundations, 
and Rabbi Arthur Lelyveld, now head of the Foundations, on “the 
need of informal social and cultural activities on a non-political 
basis among the students of the university and of creating an emo- 
tional atmosphere fascilitiating such activities.”

HE POST’S recommendation that the pul- 

pit be turned back into an instrument for 
Jewish education seems to be a thought shared 
widely by many rabbis. 

An incomplete survey of a few synagogue bul- 
letins shows not only that many rabbis are em- 
ploying the sermon to acquaint Jews with Jew- 
ish practices, but also that these rabbis feel 
with The POST that it is necessary to go all the 
way back to the fundamentals. 

In our parents’ day, the sermon was exclu- 
sively a lecture, but because the congregation 
were all scholars—measured by present-day 
standards—these were graduate classes not 
kindergartens. But today’s rabbis cannot dis- 
course on fine philosophical points but must 
talk about “Reform Jewish Practice,” as Rabbi 
Abraham Shusterman (Har Sinai, Baltimore) is 
doing, or on “Kashrut, It’s Meaning to the Mod- 
ern Jew,” as Rabbi Herman Kieval (Ahavas 
Israel, Grand Rapids, Mich.) is doing, or on 
“The Story of Abraham,” as Rabbi Harold 
Waintrup (Beth El, Steubenville, O.) is doing. 

The rabbi who wishes to fill the needs of his 
congregation can come to no other conclusion 
today than that his principal task is education. 
It requires no POST editorial to point up this 
conclusion or its many implications. 

The largest regular audience the rabbi ad- 


dresses are his Friday evening worshippers 80 
the choice is inevitable—the rabbi must return 
the pulpit to its original riason d’etre—educa- 
tion. 

This does not mean that the sermon will be 
any less interesting. On the contrary, exactly 
the opposite may be true. Rabbi Waintrup 
must have told his audience that Abraham’s 
willingness ,to sacrifice his son and God’s com- 
mandment that he not touch the boy marked 
the outlawing (through divine word) of human 
sacrifice as a means of worship. Other peoples 
revelled in the ghastly practice in the name of 
their god for centuries but the first Jew in his- 
tory, Abraham, outlawed that rite. 

There is a thirst for knowledge in the Amer- 


ican Jewish group. The Jews of the United’ 


States may not have articulated the feeling so 
clearly as this, but the revival of intellectual 
curiosity in the American Jew for Jewish 
knowledge is as much a fact as is the resur- 
gence of Jewish dignity in our day. 

It is up to the rabbinate to recognize and fill 
this need, not alone through the pulpit, but 
through every auxiliary means too—seminars, 
study classes, addresses at Jewish meetings, 
publications. All these means must be used to 
expand and broaden and intensify the thirst for 
Jewish education and the satisfying of ‘it. 


Major Farran Points the Way for the Council 


E American Council for Judaism believes 
The POST has been unfair to it. The 
Council seems to be irrationally irked by the 
phrase “anti-Zionist,” our managing editor uses 
to describe the organization which—though de- 
nying it vigorously—still is fighting the estab- 
lishment of Israel more than two years since 
the rebirth of the state, 

To the Council, The POST would recommend 
close reading of the report in our columns last 
week of the present pro-Zionist feelings of 
Major Roy Farran, the British soldier named 
by Foreign Minister Ernest Bevin of England 
to wipe out the Irgun in the Mandatory period. 

Just so that President Lessing Rosenwald of 
the Council will not have to refer to his file of 
newspaper clippings, we will repeat briefly that 
it was Farran whose brother was murdered in 
cold blood when an Irgun bomb enclosed in a 
parcel sent him through the British mails ex- 
ploded. Farran it was who was accused of mur- 
dering a 16-year-old Jewish boy, whose disap- 
pearance was a cause celebre in the pre-state- 


hood days. 

Major Farran now publicly recants. He was 
wrong. He even has admiration and good will 
for Israel. 

This is a non-Jew. Hatred has been expelled 
from within him. Although at one time, he 
entertained all the doubts and suspicions about 
Israel that the Council still harbors, these 
doubts and fears he now admits were unfair 
and unfounded. 

But the ,Council still has not admitted it was 
wrong. 

Such an admission would mean either of two 
things—the Council would dissolve or it would 
change into a pro-Jewish organization devoting 
its efforts to constructive projects for the Jew- 
ish group. 

All the Council's protestations that it is not 
anti-Israel convince no one, not even its own 
membership. 

Major Farran has shown the way to the 
Council. 


Are You A. Rotarian or Kiwanian? 


LTHOUGH neither Kiwanis nor Rotary has 

ever invited this writer to become a 
member, the question nevertheless presents it-

sionist practice. The Jewish group preferred 
to fight for justice from within. 

But in that case, the B’nai B'rith bowlers had 
the aid of a tremendous blast~of publicity 
against the exclusionist policy, plus an effec- 
tive suit in Illinois before the courts. 


We leave it to the consciences of the many 
Jewish Kiwanians and Rotarians (rabbis are

FOR THOSE WHO are dis- 
posed to worry about the future 
‘and destiny of the new Jewish 
State, let me describe a growing 
movement among its Sabrim (na- 
tive-born).

I can 
understand this, even though I 
don’t approve of it, but this new 
movement passes my compre- 
hension. 

In religion, the Aleph group 
goes back to the nature worship 
of the Canaanites the Hebrews 
found when they first entered the 
land. In ethics, in sex practices, 
ete. the Aleph group is going 
back 3,500 years. 

This report isn’t worth the 
Space I’ve given it, except that as 
Zvi tells it, the group has fash- 
ioned an almost impregnable dia- 
lectical defense, if not offense, 
and that those who like me would 
uproot this weed in the garden of 
Israel often find themselves at a 
loss for a point of attack.

Israel, Netherlands 
Sign New Trade Pact 

JERUSALEM-—Israel will pur- 
chase two million pounds worth 
of goods from the Netherlands 
in the coming year in accordance 
with a commercial treaty signed 
by Prime Minister David Ben- 
Gurion and the retiring Minister 
from the Netherlands, Dr. Johan 
Nederbragt. 

The treaty regulates economic 
relations between the two coun- 
tries.

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Eight Teachers In Red Trial 


ANTI-SEMITISM CHARGE SPURNED 
BY EXAMINER IN N.Y. HEARING 


NEW YORK—Theodore Kiendl, the examiner in the trials of 
eight New York city public school teachers accused of evading 
questions on membership in the Communist party, said last waak 
he was “not impressed” with charges of anti-Semitism made by 


defense attorneys. 

Kiendl made his comment at 
the close of 20 days of hearings 
in the departmental trials of the 
teachers, all of whom are Jew- 
ish. 

The final session was concern- 
ed with prosecution and defense 
summaries in the cases of Abra- 
ham Lederman, 42, and Mrs. Celia 
Zitron, 50. Lederman is president 
of the Communist-controlled 
Teachers Union local 555 of the 
United Public Workers, and Mrs. 
Zitron is the local’s secretary. 
The UPW was booted out of the 
CIO several months ago in that 
union’s house-cleaning of its 
Stalinist-dominated unions. 

Kiend] said it would be a “great 
mistake” if he permitted any- 
one to think he was “at all im- 
pressed” by charges of anti-Semi- 
tism against Dr. William Jansen, 
N. Y. Superintendent of Schools. 
Dr. Jansen filed the charges 
against the eight teachers. 

Kiendl said that unless he 
found something in the evidence 
that he might have overlooked, 
he intended to report to the 
Board of Education that there 
was no “persuasive evidence that 
the charges preferred against 
the eight teachers were moti- 
vated by anti-Semitism or any 
other improper motive whatso- 
ever.”

Krieger versus Meyer Mittleman and a decision is expected to be 
announced within the next week or two, it was disclosed following 
another day of trial during which Mittleman vehemently denied the 
charge. 

The all day session at Congress headquarters last Sunday was 
devoted to direct testimony by the accused and cross examination 
by the judges and the lawyers representing both sides. A good 
deal of the hearing was devoted to establishing to what extent the 
accused man was a qualified rabbi. 

Mittleman testified that he had been called “Meyer the rabbi” 
at the camp. He denied any knowledge of the killing of Zalman 
Krieger, the accuser’s brother. He also swore that at the time of 
the alleged incident he was ill in one of the barracks, and that he 
had never seen his accuser until last June, when Kreiger identified 
him for the first time. When Mittleman was asked why he had 
given a false address to the police at the time when Kreiger sought 
to have him arrested, he replied he was afraid he might lose his job. 

A number of witnesses testified to Mittleman’s good reputation 
in the camp. Rabbi Victor Meyer, a camp inmate, testified he 
never heard of a case of one inmate attacking and fatally striking 
another. Another camp survivor gave testimony it was not unusual 
for camp trustees to brutally beat fellow-Jewish inmates, but he 
said he knew of no case involving Mittleman. Another witness, 
Jacob Rubinstein, swore he had been beaten so severely by Mittle- 
man that he still carried body scars. Mittleman swore he had never 
assaulted Rubinstein and that he had never raised his hand against 


a Jew.
